provide the funds for paying for it, 
and permit (his road district to re- 
pay the 
funds during a period of 


years. 


Before 
tne session of the legis- 


lature opened a petition was circu- 
lated and freely signed by taxpayers 
and residents in all sections of this 
road district 
asking the 
Volusia 


county members of the legislature to 
pass such a bill in order 
that the 


ownership of the bridge 
might be 


Tested in the people of this district 
•and the structure chr.nged from a toll 
bridge to a free bridge. 


Agitation for a free bridge to the 


Tjeach has been on for years and it 
lias become almost a necessity for a 
free bridge now, If New Smyrna and 
Coronado are to hold their own with 
other beach resorts along the coast. 
At Daytona the agitation for a free 
bridge has become so insistent that 
such a step is sure to be taken, and 
•at Titusville the bonds recently voted 
for the purpose of building a bridge 
across the river have now been sold 
and the work on the structure is to 
l>e started soon. 


For Bridge at Osteen.

Members of the 
Volusia 
county 


Tjoard of commissioners and of the 
Seminole. county, commissioners have 
approved plans for submitting to the 
present legislature a bill asking that 
funds be furnished for the purchase 
of the present bridge at the old site 
•of Harriett's ferry, not to exceed $30,- 
000 and for funds with which to build 
a new bridge at Osteen Ferry, by the 
Issuing of time warrants against the 
two projects, in order that it will not 
l>e accessary to await the voting of 
funds for the two projects, both com- 
missions agreeing. 


Attorneys for both boards have had 


prepared a special Act providing for 
the issue of time warrants by the 
two counties combined, for the pur- 
pose of building a bridge at Osteen 
Ferry, which matter has been under 
consideration for some time. 
The 


Volusia county commissioners have 
approved the Act, the two boards' 
attorneys 
now being engaged 
in 


drawing up a final draft to be pre- 
sented to the legislature this session. 


The 
members of the 
Seminole 


county board of commissioners at-

that they had ap- 


proved the proposed bill in substance 
and favored its passage bx the legis- 
lature and that they would work in 
conjunction with their attorneys on 
the final draft of the bill.

The matter of the proposed Act 


authorizing the issuing of time war- 
rants by the counties of Volusia and 
Seminole for the purpose of purchas- 
ing the bridge at the old site of Har- 
den's Ferry, not to exceed the amount 
of $30,000, was taken up jointly by the 
commissioners of Volusia- and Semi- 
nole c&unties. and the. attorneys of 
both boards were instructed to draft 
a bill like in substance to the Act 
for the construction of the East Coast 
Ferry bridge, the members present 
from the Seminole county commis- 
sioners agreeing as a unit to the ap- 
proval of said action and all members 
of the Volusia county board voting in 
the affirmative with the exception of 
Commissioner Stewart of District No. 
2 who voted against the motion.

The plans call for a three-story 


structure built of brick, facing on 
Can:>l street and runing the full | 
length ot the lot on Orr.nge street. 
T!ie first floor will have two store 
rooms facing on Canal street and one 
store facing on Orange street, to be 
rented for retail business purposes. 
The second floor will be fitted for 
office rooms and 
possibly a 
lodge 


room. The trustees rre not yet de- 
cided whether to give up the whole 
of the second floor to oflice rooms or 
have a part of the space arranged for 
a lodge room to be used by other 
fraternal organizations. 
The third 


floor will be arranged exclusively as 
a home for the Masonic lodge and the 
allied bodies, with a large lodge room 
in the front part of the building and 
ante rooms, property 
rooms and 


banquet room in the rear. 


The building will be the best 


structure in town when 
completed 


and will be a credit to the city. For 
a number of years the local Masonic

sia county school board held in De- 
Land last week an election was or- 
dered held June 14th, when the elec- 
tors will vote on the question of ex- 
tending the boundary lines of this 
school district to take in Coronado 
and large tracts ot land lying north 
and west of the city, wheich hereto- 
fore have not been included in any 
special school district. 
The public 


school building is designated as the 
place for holding the election and R. 
B. F. Roper, N. S. Colee and D. J. 
Bell are named as inspectors and t,, 
Ebenbeck as clerk of the election. 


Elections on the question of enlarg- 


ing the districts were also ordered 
held in the Oak Hill, Briggsville and 
Ariel districts on the same date. 


A delegation from Coronado appear- 


ed before the board in behalf of a. 
petition received from citizens of that 
place requesting that 
the 
town of 


'oronatlo and certain lands lying east 
of the Indian river be created into a. 
special tax school district, instead ot 
being included in the proposed ex- 
tension boundary lines of special tar 
school district No. S, as shown by 
another petition from at least 25% of 
the qualified electors within this terrl 
tory, requesting the board of public 
instruction to -call and order an elec-' 
tion to determine whether the boun- 
dary lines of the present special tar 
school district No. 8, shall be ex- 
tended to certain lines which will in- 
clude the territory of Coronado. This 
matter was thoroughly discussed, and 
after much consideration, the board 
decided to take no action to reduce 
the boundary lines of the new pro- 
posed special tax school district No. 
8, as requested in the petition. 


Acting 
upon a petition received 


from the required number ot quali- 
fied electors in the Turnbull Bay sec- 
tion, an election was called and or- 
dered held at that place for the pur- 
pose of creating this territory into 
a special tax school district, to be 
known as special tax school district 
No. 3, and to elect trustees, and to 
determine the amount of special tax 
school district tax to be assessed for 
two succeeding years.

Members of the

COUNTY SCHOOL BOARD CALLS 


ELECTION 
ON QUESTION 
OF 


EXTENDING LINES OP SCHOOL. 


DISTRICT. 


At the regular meeting of the Volu- 


sia county school board held in De- 
Land last week an election was or- 
dered held June 14th, when the elec- 
tors will vote on the question of ex- 
tending the boundary lines of this 
school district to take in Coronado 
and large tracts of land lying north 
and west of the city, wheich hereto- 
fore have not been included in any 
special school district. 
The public 


school building is designated as the 
place for holding the election and R. 
B. F. Roper, N. S. Colee and D. J. 
Sell are named as inspectors and t,, 
Ebenbeck as clerk of the election. 


Elections on the question of enlarg- 


ng the districts were also ordered 
held in the Oak Hill, Briggsville and 
Ariel districts on the same date. 


A delegation from Coronado appear- 


ed before the board in behalf of a. 
petition received from citizens of that 
jlace requesting that 
the 
town of. 


Coronado and certain lands lying east 
of the Indian river be created into a. 
special tax school district, instead ot 
jeing included m the proposed ex- 
tension boundary lines of special tar 
school district No. S, as shown by 
another petition from at least 25% of 
the qualified electors within this terrl 
tory, requesting the board of public 
instruction to -call and order an elec-' 
tion to determine whether the boun- 
dary lines of the present special tar 
school district No. 8, shall be ex- 
tended to certain lines which will in- 
clude the territory of Coronado. This 
matter was thoroughly discussed, and 
after much consideration, the board 
decided to take no action to reduce 
the boundary lines of the new pro- 
posed special tax school district No. 
8, as requested in the petition. 


Acting upon a petition received 


from the required number of quali- 
fied electors in the Turnbull Bay sec- 
tion, an election was called and or- 
dered held at that place for the pur- 
pose of creating this territory into 
a special tax school district, to be 
known as special tax school district 
No. 3, and to elect trustees, and to 
determine the amount of special tax 
school district tax to be assessed for 
two succeeding years.

Readers were asked to submit what- 
ever they knew or heard concerning 
this Brazilian representative of tte 
Evil One and the answers were col- 
lected in the book entitled "0 Sacy 
Perere" (the Sacy 'Perere). In the 
Neue Zurcher Zeltung Dr. A. Usteri 
publishes extracts from the testimony, 
out of which Sacy emerges as a fairly 
harmless, amiable and humorous sort 
of devil, who, in spite of his terrify- 
ing appearance, does not really want 
to hurt human beings, although he is 
fond of practical jokes of a rather 
crude brand. 


Sacy Perere Is 100 per cent Ameri- 


can. 
He was here before Columbus, 


for he was invented by the aborigines 
of Brazil, the Tupi Indians. His name 
Is of Tupi origin, Caa Cy, meaning 
evil eye, and perereg, the jumping one. 
So Caa Cy Perereg. Portuguesifled in- 
to Sacy Perere, means jumping evil 
eye. To his above description should 
be added that, according to a witness 
of 
scientific 
accomplishments, 
his 


smell comes from sulphur hydrogen 


^ 
15i "one leg has a story, told_by old 


negroes, wto have it from their slave 
ancestors. 
According to this story, 


once upon a time the devil decided to 
give a banquet In his cave. There was 
plenty of everything and more than 
plenty of eahaca (sugar cane brandy). 
The guests got so drunk the; could 
hardly move, and the ensuing confu- 
sion gave a chance to B gang of small 
devils' apprentices to go joyriding to 
the earth. The devil became enraged 
and pursued the youngsters, capturing 
them all except one, whose leg, how- 
ever, he slashed Off. The little devil 
was the original Sacy, and his off- 
spring were born with one leg only. 
Now the Sacys are very clever and 
swiff and they can easily pnt It over 
on the devil, though they are one- 
legged. 


The Sacy and his gang appear usual- 


ly during tornadoes, when they ride 
tbe wind. They alight on the backs of 
horses and tie knots In their maneg. 
Sometimes a Sacy Is observed on the 
roof of a bouse. He scares the passer- 
by or throws dirt down the chimney.

his home. All the skill of gardeners 
and architects and builders was taxed 
TO the utmost to produce delightful 
and surprising effects in roads, forests, 
lakes, bridges, fountains, gardens, 
houses and vistas—so that It became 
a real fairyland in which one would 
think the Arabian Nights had been 
realized. 
For instance, as the old 


head gardener conducted us 
about 


one of these estates, he brought us 
suddenly to a small lake, and there 
In the middle of it, without any road 
to reach it, -was the castle of the pro- 
prietor,

curious medieval-looking 


pile, a copy of some ancient ptace that 
hafl pleased his fancy. Passing along 
under the great copper beech trees,' 
we shortly came to a stream across 
which from bant to hank hung a little 
swinging suspension bridge of staves.

cations for the electrical wiring and

tors shall deliver a written notice of

of Brazil, the Tupi Indians. His name 
Is of Tupi origin, Caa Cy, meaning 
evil eye, and perereg, the jumping one. 
So Caa Cy Perereg. Portuguesifled in- 
to Sacy Perere, means jumping evil 
eye. To his above description should 
be added that, according to a witness 
of

accomplishment*, 
his 


smell comes from sulphur hydrogen

His one leg has a story, told_ by old 


negroes, who have it from their slave 
ancestors. 
According to this story, 


once upon a rime the devil decided to 
give a banquet in his cave. There was 
plenty of everything and more than 
plenty of cahaca (sugar cane brandy). 
The guests got so drunk they could 
hardly move, and the ensuing confu- 
sion gave a chance to a gang of small 
devils' apprentices to go Joyriding to 
the earth. The devil became enraged 
and pursued the youngsters, capturing 
them all except one, whose leg, how- 
ever, he slashed off. The little devil 
was the original Sacy, and his off- 
spring were born with one leg only. 
Now the Sacys are very clever and 
swift and they can easily put it over 
on the devil, though they are one- 
legged. 


The Sacy and his gang appear usual- 


ly during tornadoes, when they ride 
tbe wind. They alight on the backs of 
horses and tie knots in their raaneg. 
Sometimes a Sacy is observed on the 
roof of a house. He scares the passer- 
by or throws dirt down the chimney.
